Killingsworth said not 
only did the bands all do 
well, but he commended

Killingsworth said the at- 
tendance at New Brockton 
Elementary School con- 
tinues to go up each week of 
the school year. He said ap- 
proximately 8-9 new stu- 
dents had been enrolled last 
week alone.

invite you to read Jeremiah 2971; 47 and use this article 


as a devotion for your day. 


The book of Jeremiah is one of my favorite parts of the 
Bible filled with its beautiful, vivid imagery. Jeremiah is a 
prophet for the southern kingdom of Judah during a very 
difficult time. The northern kingdom of Israel has long been 
conquered by the Assyrians, and now in the 6th century B. 
C. the southern kingdom of Judah finds its self besieged by 


the Babylonian Empire. 


The prophet Jeremiah is charged with the task of warning 
the people of Judah and it’s capital city of Jerusalem that if 
they do not turn back to the Lord by caring for the widows, 
the orphans, and the marginalized in their society, then de- 
struction will come. However, the people would not listen, 
and in 586 B.C. the city of Jerusalem fell, and the kingdom 


of Judah obliterated. 


In order to ensure there would be no insurrections, no up- 
risings, the Babylonians would exile their captives across 
their massive Empire. By splitting people up and putting 
them in unknown places, they would be disoriented and 
broken. It is in this moment that Jeremiah write his words. 
In these words of the prophet that warned of coming de- 
struction now becomes the voice of hope. He tells his de- 
feated people that they are to build houses, plant gardens, 
and raise families in a strange and foreign land. He tells 
them that just because they have left Judah, just because 
they have been exiled from Jerusalem that Ged has already 
gone before them and will meet them in their new home. 

Some of us today may feel as though we are in uncharted 
territory in our lives. Where we are now is not where we 
planned to be. Yet, the good news for us today is that no 
matter where we may find ourselves that God has graciously 
gone before us, and meets us. God did not cause the destruc- 
tion, nor does God ever send pain into our lives. Yet, God 
does meet us in those moments, and, through that adversity, 
can forge us into something stronger if we welcome God 
into that moment. So, wherever you are, build a house, plant 
a garden, live into that moment, and be open to the trans- 


formational presence of God.

For what it is worth.... 


*** The Elba Tigers watched another win slip away last 
week with a 21-18 region loss to Brantley and have now 
lost back-to-back regular season games for the first time 
since way back in 2007. The Tigers had a crucial turnover 
_early in the game that led to an easy score for the Bulldogs, 
‘while the Elba offense twice reached the Brantley 10-yard- 
line and came away empty-handed both times. The Tigers 
played hard on both sides of the ball for all four quarters 
and could have easily won the game, but for the second 
straight week let one slip away. Perhaps the biggest dis- 
appointment this season has been the play of the special 
teams. Elba has struggled all season to covert extra points, 
has averaged less than 30 yards per punt, and consistently 
allows opponents to start drives between the 30 and 40- 
yardlines because of short kickoffs. There is nothing special 
about the Elba special teams and until it improves the Tigers 
will always find themselves in a fight, no matter the oppo- 
nent. 

*** It was a pretty good week for teams in the area as 
New Brockton, Kinston and Brantley all posted wins, with 
Zion Chapel being the only team to suffer a loss. Here is a 
quick look back... 

** New Brockton was expected to have an easy time with 
winless Calhoun and did just that as the Gamecocks could 
have named the score in a lopsided 50-14 win. The Game- 
cocks scored at will throughout the game and let everyone 
dressed out get in on the action as they evened their region 
slate at 2-2 heading into a well-deserved week off. 

** Kinston got into a shooting match with McKenzie 
and had more than enough bullets as the Bulldogs claimed 
a wild 55-34 region win. The Bulldogs rolled up 450 yards 
on the ground in the road. win to even their region record at 
2-2, and if they can rediscover their defense could just have 
a shot at sneaking into the playoffs. 

“* Brantley survived a knockdown, drag out battle 
against Elba and survived with a 21-18 region win to all but 
clinch the region title. The Bulldogs never trailed in the cru- 
cial region match-up and came up with some key sacks on 
defense to seal the win, but must cut down on penalties if 
they hope to make a deep run in the playoffs. 

** Zion Chapel never really had a chance in a 49-0 re- 
gion loss to Highland Home, The Rebels carried a two- 
game winning streak into the region clash and some fans 
thought they had a chance to pull off an upset. However, 
while the Rebels have improved and are rebuilding each and 
every week, right now there are still some teams they just 
can’t beat. 

*** Tt was another wild week across the state in all seven 
classes as teams began to sneak peeks at the post-season 
brackets. A few notes of interest from last week included 
UMS-Wright improving its winning streak to 25 with a 28- 
14 win over Hillcrest, of Evergreen; Barbour County watch- 
ing its losing streak reach 56 games with a 67-30 loss to 
previously winless Houston County; Fyffe winning its 44th 
straight regular season game with a 55-0 shutout over Sand 
Rock; and, Florala head coach Toby Greene won his 100th 
career game with a 52-7 win over Red Level.

Tigers tripped up in Brantley 21-18

The Elba Tigers saw their path to a region title hit a detour 
Friday night as they fell behind early and failed to cash in 
on two trips into the ‘red zone’ in a hard fought 21-18 loss 
to the Brantley Bulldogs, at David Lowery Stadium. 

Brantley was forced to punt on its initial offensive series 
of the night, but quickly got the ball back when the Bulldog 
punt rolled into an Elba player at the Tigers 5-yardline and 
was recovered by an alert Brantley defender. 

On the Bulldogs first play following the tumover Daquan 
Pittman scored on a run up the middle, and after Adam Car- 
lisle added the extra point, Brantley was on top 7-0 with 
8:39 left in the first quarter. : 

Elba went three and out on its initial possession of the 
game, but regained possession at its own 26-yardline after 
a defensive stand, and this time struck quickly as Brandon 
Epps took a handoff up the middle and outran the entire 
Brantley defense 74 yards for a Tiger touchdown. The extra 
point try failed, but with 4:20 left in the quarter Elba had 
cut the Bulldog lead to 7-6. 

Brantley’s Kenuwyn Dixon returned the ensuing kickoff 
67 yards to set the Bulldogs up at the Elba 21-yardline, and 
from there it took the ‘Dogs four plays to get back into the 
endzone. The score came on a 4-yard pass from Tucker Kil- 
crease to Messiah Burnett, and while the extra point try was 
blocked, the Bulldogs had extended their lead to 13-6 with 
2:19 still left in the opening quarter. 

Elba put the ball in play at its own 24-yardline early in 
the second quarter after a Brantley punt and came back to 
life offensively as the Tigers needed only four plays to cover 
the 76 yards to the endzone. A 42-yard pass from Jaquez 
Prince to Chrystyile Caldwell was a key play in the scoring 
drive, while the touchdown came when Iverson Lane took 
a handoff and raced 26 yards into the endzone. A two-point 
try failed to add points, but with 7:44 remaining in the sec- 
ond quarter the Tigers had chopped the Bulldogs lead to 13- 
12. 

Elba began a drive at its own 33-yardline with 2:51 re- 
maining in the half and behind the passing of Jaquez Prince 
headed back to the Brantley goalline. Prince connected with 
Dezmion Roberson twice for 26 yards and lofted a 10-yard 
pass to Chrystyile Caldwell as the Tigers reached a first 
down at the Brantley 10-yardline. The scoring opportunity 
came to an end on the next play; however, as the Tigers 
fumbled the ball away on their next play from scrimmage, 
and at the half the Bulldogs were still on top 13-12. 

Elba received the second half kickoff and set sails on a 
59-yard drive that would set the Tigers up at the Brantley 
8-yardline. The five-minute possession was highlighted by 
a 34-yard pass completion from Prince to Caldwell, but 
once again the Tigers failed to cash in the scoring opportu- 
nity, as a fourth down pass fell incomplete in the endzone. 

Brantley was inspired after the defensive stand and 
promptly went 88 yards in 10 plays to extend its lead. A 39- 
yard pass from Tucker Kilcrease to Messiah Burnett on third 
down and seven was a key play in the long scoring drive, 
while D’Andrea Owens scored when he went untouched 
from 10 yards ot.
